‘*when my daughter and [talk of the exquifice 
pleatare derived from mufic, you regret your want 
of matical powers, and mifical feeling ; it is a 
department of foul, you fay, which nature has 
almoft denied you, which, from the effeéts you 
fee it have on others, you @te fore muit be high- 
ly deligbtfal.— Why thouldnot che fame thing be 
faid of retigion ? Truth emedfeel itim the fare 
way, anenergy, am infptravion, which lL would 
not ,vole tor all the biciling of tenle, or enjoy- 
ments of the world; yet, fo far from leffening 
my relith of the plecfures of life, methinks | feel 
it heighten them ali, The thought of receiving 
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it from God, adds the biefing of tentiment to that 
of fentation in every good thing | poffels: and 
when calamaties overtake ne—~and [hive had my 
fhare—it confers a dignity on my affliction,—fo 
lifts me above the world.— Mn, 1 know, is buta 
worm —yet, methinks, | amchen allied to God !” 
—It would have been inhuman inour philofopeer 
to have clouded, even With a doubt, the funthine 
of this belief. 

Eis ditcourfe, indeed, was very remote from 
metaphyfical difquifition, or religious controver- 
fy. Of all men Lever knew, his ordinary con- 
verfation wes the leaft tin¢tured with pedantry, or 
liable to diflertation. Wirth Ia Roche and his 
daughter, it-was perfe@iy familiar. The coun- 
try round them, the mseners of the village, the 
comp rifon of both with thofe of England, re 
marks on the works of fioveriue auchors, onthe 
featiments they conveyed, and the paffions they 
excticd, with many other topies in which there 
was anequ lity, or allermate advantage, among 
the ipeakers, were the fubjects they talked on 
Their hours-too of riding and walking were ma- 
ny, in which Mr. ——~<—, as « flranger, was 
fhewn the reiark ble fcenes and ca ofties of the 
country.
